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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Action Background 

1 . This action is responsive to the amendment filed on 7/20/2009. 

2. Applicant has cancelled claims 17 and 37-39 and amended claims 1, 14, 15, 19- 
21, 24, 25 and 27. Claims 2-12, 16, 18, 22, 23 and 28-33 were previously canceled. 

3. Claims 1, 13-15, 19-21, 24-27, 34-36 and 40-42 are pending in the case; claims 
1,14 and 27 are independent claims. 

4. The examiner's rejection of claims 17 and 37-39, rejected as described in the 
office action dated 3/20/2009, is withdrawn in view of the canceled claims. 

5. The examiner's rejection of claims 1, 13-15, 19-21, 24-27, 34-36 and 40-42, 
rejected as described in the office action dated 3/20/2009, is withdrawn in view of 
the amendment to the claims. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 1, 14 and 27, the prior art of record neither 

anticipates nor suggests to a person of ordinary skill, at the time the invention was 
made, the claimed method for assigning a same symbol to each of a text expansion, 
a program, and a function, wherein the same symbol is assigned as a shorthand 
entry of each of the text expansion, the program, and the function; receiving 
handwritten user input; determining that the handwritten user input represents the 
symbol; determining that the handwritten user input is a sole input, wherein the sole 
input does not have associated with it another user input or determining that the 
hand written input includes a second symbol; and based on the handwritten user 
input comprising the sole input, carrying out the function by generating an output or 
launching a program or based on the input including a second symbol displaying the 
text expansion in place of the first input.
